COLONELS IN GEORGI. 


Law Proposed by Legislator That 
Would Honor the Fathers of 
Large Families. 


{Chicago Inter-Ocean:} There are 
some parts of a bill introduced in the 
Georgia Legisiature by Representative 
Knight that will appeal to a great 
many persons, and there are some 
things that it seems to lack. 

Representative Knight would estab- 
lish the a citizen as a husband 
and father. y the terms of the bill 
all fathers will be relieved of polltax. 
The arrival of the first child would re- 
move this burden. Fathers of six chil- 
dren or more would be given the title 
of colonel by the State. All fathers of 
ten or more children would be made 
members of the Governor's staff. No 
bachelor would be entitled to a vote.

Thus, a father of two might 
become a second lieutenant, a father of 
four a first lieutenant. a 
of five a captain, and so on. This 
would more generally distribute t 

titles, and, in addition, would encour- 
age those who are engaged in raising 
large families to raise ever larger ones. 

Moreover, it is manifestly unfair to a 
father who is raising a family grad- 
vally, with a coloneicy in view, and 
who has, perhaps, reached his third 
boy, that he should go without a title 
of some kind, while his more fortunate 
neighbor has gained the coveted dis- 
tinction of colonel by the timely ir- 
rival for the secend time, of triplei. 
When the unexpected ha ns in this 
way. it 1s clear that the er who is 
trying to achieve a coloneicy bv adding 
to his family one member at a time 
is at a distinct disadvantage. It is pos- 
sible that he would still lack the six 
children necessary to the title, while 
his neighbor, by leaps and bounds, 
passed him and became a member of 
the Governor's staff. 

This is a reward than which there 
can be no greater for the average Geor- 
gian. And it seems that in the mean- 
time, while the Georgia father is en- 
deavoring to become a member of the 
Governor's staff, he should be given 
every encouragement possible in the 
way of a subtitle. 

This seems to be the only defect in 
the bili. Otherwise it has the great 
virtue in placing the title of colonel on 
a substantial basis. In effect, a maa 
must do his duty to his family and n 
State to become a colonel in Georgia. 
This is vastly better tain the Ken- 
tucky method of making every man a 
colonel who hat reached the age of 21 
years.

It is thought that they are 
set forth in a manner that will enable homeseckers, | 
settlers, tourists, and investors to form a tolerably ac- 
curate idea of conditions now existing in this portion 
of the State. In the tabulated statements and general 
data herein employed the period since the ist of Janu- 
ary, 1901, has been dwelt upon with considerable minute- 
mess, because it was about that time that the general 
prosperity which began to be felt throughout the east- 
ern portion of the United States soon after the frst 
inauguratiédn of the lamented President McKinley, 
reached the Pacific Coast. Prior to that time the growth 
of Los Angeles, and of Southern California, while it had 
been of a solid and substantial character, had been of 
a relatively slow and painstaking order. Little by little 
the work necessary to iay the foundation for the future 
development of this city, and of this Söuthland of Cali- 
fornia, along broad, safe lines had been done during 
the years of the last quarter of the nineteenth century; 
and with the. opening year of the twentieth century the 
fruits of these labors began to manifest themselves. Per- 
haps one short period should be excepted from the gen- 
eral period of slow but steady and progressive devel- 
opment just spoken of. This comprises the period cov- 
erihg what is known as the “boom,” and extending from 
the spring of 1886 to the end of 1887 The boom began 
a few months after the completion of a competing trans- 
continental railroad system (the Santa Fé) to this city, 
in the year first named, and it extended until the end 
of 1887. The Times has always believed that the influx 
of visitors and settlers which f6liowed the finishing 
of the competing road could have been turned to better 
advantage than it was.

Knowing these things as it does, and knowing, 
moreover, the disastrous effects of the reactions which 
must always follow “booms,” The Times bas set its face 
resolutely against all practices that would tend to cause 
the present period of brisk, active and healthy develop- 
ment to degenerate into anything of that kind. The 
placing of fictitious and watered considerations in the 
reports of sales, the practice of “giving-out” “wash- 
sales” for a purpose, the placing of subdivisfons on the 
market that were located at points remote from centers 
of population and from transportation facilities, the cut- 
‘ting up of tracts into lots that were too small to com- 
port with American ideas of a home-site, have all been 
denounced by The Times in general terms; and in some 
instances, when duty to the public seemed to demand 
‘it, specific cases have been mentioned, and specific wara- 
ings against individuals and corporations have been 
given. The hearty co}peration which honest dealers 
have given The Times in its efforts in behalf of those 
straightforward principles of business honesty and busi- 
mess integrity without which no community can con- 
tinue to move forward and progress, has prevented, in 
@ great measure, the prevalence, during the past few 
years, of the methods which resulted so disastrously in 
1888.

It has been remarked that if one 
who is evidently a stranger asks of a resident of Los 
Angeles, or any of the larger cities of Southern Cal- 
ifornia, information concerning the location of a par- 
ticular building or of any particular place, it will be 
given so clearly that the stranger cannot mistake, or 
the resident will go with the stranger and “show him 
the way.”

To go back 
slightly beyond that period, it may be stated that in 
1850 the first American census showed the population 
of Los Angeles to be 1610, and that of the county to 
be 3530. The census for 1860 gave the city 4399 per- 
sons and the county 11,333. Los Angeles was a little 
Mexican village hanging on the edge of the desert, 
without railroads, or manufactures, or coal, and with-

In 1885 the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé road was 
completed to Los Angeles through the Cajon Pass, and 
began to operate independently of the Southern Pa- 
cific. A new era now commenced for Los Angeles. 
Tourists from the East now began to crowd in and 
purchase property. The delightful climate, charming 
scenery, inviting orange groves, and soil capable of 
growing an endless variety of products, seemed like 
an Elysian dream. The new arrivals wrote to their 
eastern friends of the charms of this new Arcadia. 
They came to see for themselves and then induced 
others to come. Thus an endless chain was formed that 
has been operating ever since. The rush for land and 
for outside lots was feverish. The county assessment 
for 1886 was 32,000,000. In 1887 it was $62,000,000. 
In 1888 it was $63,000,000. In 1889, the reaction having 
previously set in, the assessment dropped to $47,000,000, 
and in 1899 to $20,000,000. 7 

In the city the evidences of reaction were less mani- 
fest. In 1886 the assessment of property was $18,000,- 
000. In 1887 it was $28,000,000. In 1888 it was $29,000,- 
000. In 1889, notwithstanding the collapse of the boom, 
it was $46,000,000, and in 1890 it was $49,000,000.

reservoirs at the Morera and Barrett sites, connecting 
them with the Otay system, partially finished, and 
bringing water to the city of San Diego, a distance of 
sixty miles. The expense cf the undertaking is esti- 
mated at from $3,009,000 to $5,000,000. Water for ir- 
rigation purposes will be diverted en route, benefiting 
directly from 600,000 to 1,000,000 acres of land now prac- 
tically of no value, but which with abundant water 
will become among the most fertile lands in the country. 
According to a map and data prepared by the United 
States Weather Bureau, the section embraced by these. 
watersheds is favored with more water than any other 
territory in California south of San Francisco. The com- 
pany is under contract with the city of San Diego io 
furnish its water for fire and domestic purposes. It is 
also proposed to sell water for manufacturing, purposes, 
both in San Diego city and along the line of the flumes.

The area of Santa Barbara county, including the .is- 
lands of Santa Cruz and Santa oly is — square 
miles. The entire eastern portion is very mountainous 
and has been formed into the Santa Barbara forest re- 
serve, being no longer open for settlement. The re- 
mainder of the county, constituting hardly one-half of 
the total area, is made up of four principal valleys; viz.: 
the Santa Maria Valley, along the river of that name 
and forming the northwestern part of the county; the 
Los Alamos Valley, drained by the San Antonio Creek: 
the Lompoc Valley, forming the western part of a large 
area drained by the Santa Ynez River, and the Santa 
Barbara Valley, constituting all that portion of the 


‘county lying south of the Santa Ynez Mountains. 


The valley of Santa Barbara lies between the Santa 
Ynez Mountains and the Santa Barbara Channel, being 
about fifty miles in length and varying in width from 
two to five miles. The area of this southerly slope ts 
something like 100,000 acres, but that portion not too 
steep for cultivation comprises but little more than 
half this area. The Santa Barbara Valley has a variety 
of soils ranging from heavy black adobe of inexhaustible 
fertility to the light clay loams of the foothills. There 
is room in the Santa Barbara Valley for many farmers 
who by careful cultivation can make five or ten acres 
produce an equal quantity with forty or eighty acres 
in many other localities. Valley land near the city 
can be had for $100 to $300 an acre. Hill and mesa 
lands can be had for from $25 to $50 an acre. . :

Santa Barbara, the county seat and prin- 
cipal city, has a population of 10,000. Good residence 
lots in the city are worth from $500 to $1000, and 
houses may be constructed as cheaply as in the East.

‘4 REMARKABLE GROWTH. 


Some Ficures Wuicun WILL BEAR 
VERY CLOSE INSPECTION. 


UILDING operations since January 1, 1901, have 
been decidedly active in the city of Los Angeles. 
The amount expended in this line during that period 
has probably been greater in proportion to population 
than that spent in any other city of the Union. 

In 1899 the number of building permits issued in this 
city was 1595. The improvements authorized amounted 
to $2,049,980. - 

In 1900 the number of permits issued was 1852; the 
improvements authorized aggregated $2,489,006. 

Im 1901 the number of permits rose to 2750; the im- 
provements authorized amounted to $4,099,198. 


The building operations of the present year do not 
show as high a per cent. of gaip as did those of 1903, but 
they show an increase; and it is believed, from present 
indications, that an increase over the building opera- 
tions of 1903 will be maintained throughout the year. 

The claim to leadership in building operations, in pro- 
portion to population, was distinctly made by The Times 
in an article headed “A Building Boom in the City of 
Les Angeles, which appeared in its “Midwinter Num- 
ber” dated January 1, 1903. 

The figures noted in that article refer to the fiscal 
year ending November 30, 1902, and are mostly compar- 
isons with previous fiscal years.

oe STREET RAILWAYS. 

The city is gridironed from end to end and from side 
to side, more like the web of a meadow spider than a 
court for games, after all. In the city itself today there 
are 237 miles of trackage, and threading the country 
sides adjacent are 217 miles of inter-urban tracks that 
bring a hundred small towns within an hour, or less, of 
the big shops on Spring and Broadway. Three compa- 
nies hold fratichises in the city, the Los Angeles Electric 
Railway Company, the Los Angeles Inter-Urban Railway 
Company, and the Pacific Electric Railway Company. 
Their trackage in the city is 125, 60 and 50 miles. and 
theri lines traverse all the principal streets, reaching to 
the outermost parts of the city, and bringing every man’s 
home withia easy walking distance of the tracks. The 
service is conceded to be unrivaled by that of any other 
city in the country, cars passing nearly all points at 
three, four and five-minute intervals. Without the city 
the Los Angeles Inter-Urban Company and the Pacific 
Electric Company have between them 217 miles of inter- 
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where is a table showing the steady and rapid advances 
in volume of trade which are shown by the bank clear- 
ings during the past three years and a half, but these do 
not begin to de half of the interesting facts gleaned for 
this edition from the city’s banks and banking records. 
Los Angeles has nine national banks, three State 
banks, and nine savings banks. The capital of these 
twenty-one banks totals $7,607,000, divided as follows: 
In the nine national banks, $4,600,000; in the three State 


banks, $850,009; and in the nine savings banks, $2,157,-

. GENERAL INCREASE IN VALUES INFER- 
- ABLE FROM THESE INSTANCES. 


FEW examples of increase in prices of city prop- 
erty will tend to show the general trend of ad- 
vancement. 
The rise in prices of all classes of real estate has 
certainly been remarkable throughout the whole of 
Southern California since the beginning of 1901; and 
that rise has naturally been most pronounced in the 
metropolis and natural trading center of this portion 
of the State. It has been so great, in fact, that The 
mes has, at times, been somewhat in doubt as to 
whether this increase was altogether healthy, and the 
natural result of legitimate causes, or was tinctured 
with “boom” features. On such occasions The Times 
has had special investigations made to arrive at an 
answer to this question which could be relied upon. 
This was done, of course, not simply for its own benefit, 
but for the benefit of its thousands of readers, that 
it might frankly warn them against inwestments that 
were dargerous. Having seen the effects of one boom, 
The Times does not propose to be a party to practices 
that are related to boom methods. On the other hand 
it does not desire to stand in opposition to legitimate

The growing of alfalfa for feed is one of the surest 
ways of taking money from the soil of Southern Cali- 
It cannot be grown without irrigation, and en- 
tails constant labor, but the returns are generous and 
dependable. From five to nine crops a year are cut, 
the average being six; but only two or three crops 
usually can be harvested the first year. Land is di- 
vided into sections of from one to four acres each, for 


_ frequent flooding from earth trenches, one inch of wa- 


ter to three res being the requirement. With the 
first sowing of alfalfa, barley is sown, the object being 


to have the young and tender alfalfa shoots protected 


by the hardier barley until well up. Alfalfa matures 
in from six weeks to two months, and requires no re- 


_ seeding except at intervals of five years. The barley 
does not come up after the first cutting. Alfalfa hay 
is at all times a leading staple in the markets of the 


Pacific States, bringing from $6 a ton loose in the field 
to $11, 2 and $15 a ton baled in the market, and has 
been known to sell as high as $18.

In the country between Cucamonga and Corona, in 


San Bernardino county, is a large body of a land that for 


years Was semi-barren. Al that could be raised on it 


Was one crop of indifferent barley and some deciduous 


fruits, such as peaches and apricots. It was not “a 
paying. proposition,” to use a favorite phrase of the 
West, and people generally moved away after a certain 
period of exceptionally light rainfall. No subterranean 
water supply had teen discovered—or, indeed, searched 
for. Today, however, wells of abundant water, obtained 


at depths of from 150 to 300 feet and rising to within 


fifty feet of surface ground, are to be found dotted 
here and there throughout the section, and they dre 


: pumping steadily from seventy-five to 250 inches. As 


a result, the writer recently saw alfaifa six weeks old 
that was eight inches high and of rich growth—show- 
ing the adaptability of this semi-barren land to some- 
thing better than dry farming. . 

The pioneer water-searcher in this district was a Mr. 
Van Wig, who had been there engaged in dry farming 
for twenty years. He held his land at a maximum valu- 
ation of $30 an acre, and no market sought it. He put 
down a well on a ninety-three-acre piece of loose, sandy 
loam, at a cost of $2500, including gasoline pumping- 
plant, and developed 100 inches of good water. ,.The 
work was just completed when he received, and promptly 
rejected, an offer of $10,000 for his ninety-three acres. 
Mr. van Wig planted to alfalfa, and this is how he 
came out at the end of the first year of wet farming: 

Cut three crops alfalfa, five tons to the acre, 465 tons 
total yield, which sold for $6 a ton cocked in the field; 
gross receipts, $2790. 5 

Operating expenses—Leveling, plowing and seeding 
$3 acres, at $7.50 per acre, $697.50; cutting and cocking 
465 tons, at $1 a ton, $465; cost of developing 100 inches 
of water, $2500: cost of labor, gasoline, etc., $250; total 
expenditure, $3912.50. Result, cash deficit of $1122.50; 
value of improved land, $20,000. —

Six years ago Lon F. Whittaker beught on time twenty 
~acres of good loamy land four miles from Santa Monica, 
on the National Boulevard. He set out an orchard of 
1000 White Winter Pearmain apple trees, and planted 
a few grapes and “home fruits” for his own table. 
While the apples were coming into bearing he sowed 
barley and planted kaffir corn and beans between the 
young trees. He rented other land and raised beans 
and bariey. He “always had something to sen;“ a few 
cows, and the milk went to a dairy; chickens, and the 
eggs brought a paying price—from fifteen to forty-five 
cents a dozen, according to the season; garden truck, 
turkeys, a calf now and then— always something to 
sell.“ ° 

Out of the profits he paid for his twenty acres and 
bought another twenty outright, which he set to English 
walnuts. Today, at the end of six years of steady, in- 
telligent toil and wise husbanding, Mr. Whittaker owns 
forty acres of cultivated land, worth approximately 
$20,000, a comfortable house, barn, well and gasoline 
pump, some live-stock, poultry, and all the accessories 
of a well stocked small farm; in addition to a fine apple 
orchard in full bearing and a walnut grove coming 
into fruit; for all of which he has just refused a cash 
offer of $24,000. Last year he cleared $4000. This year he 
will do better. He has already sold 100 tons of barley 
hay this season, at $11 a ton, and has the profits of his 
apples, beans and corn to figure on. Not an acre of 
this land has been irrigated, but he has cultivated it 
freely and, often. His apples are of the finest. He 
started six, years ago, without, capital. His advice. is: 
“Always have something to sell.“ 

This is the greatest Lima-bean section of the world. 
More Lima beans are grown in three of the counties of 
Southern California than in all the rest of the world 
together; and yet less than 55,000 acres are under cul- 
tivation here—40,000 in Ventura county, 10,000 in Los 
Angeles county, and 4500 in Orange county. 

Last year the 10,000 acres under cultivation in Los 
Angeles county—The Palms Santa Monica and Redondo 
fields—produced 266 carloads, or 17,556,000 pounds of 


East; that prudence is handmaid to providence, that ! Lima beans, which sold at an average price of three 


cents a pound, bringing the growers $526,680 gross. Ac- 
cording as the year is moist or dry the yield in Southern 
California ranges, year in and out, from 1700 to 2200 
pounds of beans to the acre. . 

Bean culture was begun-on the Southern California 
coast, where the mild “winter” fogs are highly advan- 
tageous, only three years ago, and until last year was 
more or less in the nature of an experiment. The suc-. 
cess of the venture is now completely assured, and 
henceforward the industry will expand generously from 
year to year. The market is always good, but until 
last year growers were dependent upon the buyers, be- 
cause there were no storehouses, and field-delivery prices 
ruled. Now commodious and specially-built bean ware- 
houses have been installed at The Palms, Santa Monica, | 
and in the Hammel & Denker district, in Los Angeles 
county; and the other bean sections are similarly 
equipped. All sorting, grading and buying this year 
will be done at the warehouses. 

Joe Silva, formerly a pioneer grower in Ventura and 
now one of the large bean farmers of Los Angeles county, 
is authority for the following facts and figures relating 
to the cost of raising Lima beans. Mr. Silva this year 
has 1400 acres in beans in the Santa Monica and Re- 
dondo fields. 7 

To plow, plant, cultivate and harvest an acre of 
Lima beans costs $15—50 cents an acre to cut and pile, 
25 cents per 100 pounds to thrash, $4.50 per 100 sacks, 
and the balance for seed and labor. An acre averages 
1800 pounds of beans; at three cents a pound, $54. Sub- 
tracting $15 for operating expenses, there is left for the 
grower a clear profit of $39 an acre. One man owning 
a fifty-acre piece can do all the work himself, and clear 
an average of $2000 a year. | 3 

Like everything else, bean culture means labor, though 
not unremitting’ toil. Early in the fall, as soon as the 
beans have been thrashed and carried from the field, 
cultivation for next year’s crop begins. The soil must 
be kept free from packing or crusting, so that the winter 
moisture can penetrate and be conserved. The rains 
over and the ground warmed by summer's touch, plant- 
ing begins, abouf the ist of May. Rainfall during the 
early growth of the beans necessitates further cultiva- 
tion, to prevent the “baking” of the ground. . 

A RICH MAN’S BUSINESS. 

Undeniably there is money in oranges, but the man 
of small means is wise to employ himself with safer 
things. Experience in orange culture, knowledge of 
transportation and markets, financial ability to with- 
stand a “bad” year, are necessary to the successful grow- 
ing of Southern California’s most celebrated fruit. Cer- 
tainly poor men have made money out of oranges, and 
assuredly ill-advised investment of small capital in or- 
ange growing has wiped out mapy a modest bank ac- 
count. 

The following information regarding the cost of land, 
preparing it for orange orchard, providing trees, setting 
them out, and caring for them until they are four years 
old, is taken principally from estimates given by L. V. 
W. Brown, one of Riverside’s experienced orchardists: 

Cost of land, including water‘rights, an average of 
$250 an acre; grading, smoothing, fluming, digging holes 
for trees, setting trees out, $25 an acre; care of orchard 
for four years, $89 an acre; fertilizing for four years, 
$36 an acre; care of ditches, etc., $20 per acre; total ex- 
pense for first four years, $411 per acre. 

‘The financiat statement of a four-year-old Washington 
navel grove owned by J. C. Rau at Riverside is given 
by that gentleman as follows: 

Trees were set out in June, 1898. Expense account 
for 1902-1903: Care of ten acres for one year, $200; 
fertilizer, $160; water, $55; taxes, 850; pruning, sucker- 
ing and sundry expenses, $05; total expense, $500. Sold 
fruit, winter of 1902-1903, for $2500. Net profit for one 
year from ten-acre orchard, $2000. :

It takes no discernment to realize that the business done 
here in cne day equals what may be done in the retail 
district, however wide, in a week.

The reasons for this are twofold: Because, the coun- 
try over, one finds the men of greatest ability and clear- 
eat acumen engaged in the largest businesses; and, 
second, because when a wholesale house is to be founded 
it means that the strong boxes of several of these rep- 
resentative men are going to be taxed for its support. 
A man of brains must be convinced of the soundness of 
a project before he is Willing to emkark in it.

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FACTOR OF GROWTH. 


ADVANCES Norzn, PREEIMINARY TO 
ADDITIONAL DEVELOPMENT. 


O one thing has contributed so largely or so per- 
manently to the industrial upbuilding and financial 
strengthening of the heart of Southern California 
as the development of electric railways and extension 
of interurban transportation lines in the regioh eontigu- 
ous to Los Angeles. No western city, and indeed no 
American city that is not distinct) and preéminently a 
manufacturing center, expects to forge to the front ranks 
of commercial importance unless supported by a “back 
country.” By that term is understood a more or less 
well-populated agricultural section tributary to the mu- 
nicipality. The prime requisite to a back country is 
transportation facilities, without which it could be worth 
little or nothing to any interests concerned, no matter 


mate or industrious the people. 
The comparatively low cost of operating expenses, con- 
sidering the amount of territory traversed, allows of re- 


and this consideration, taken with fast and frequent 
transit, is a tremendously potent factor in the develop- 


all industrial undertakings. That is why “population 
follows the railroads.” There can be no enduring pros- 
perity without permanent population, and in this coun- 
try there can be no permanent populations without ac- 
ess tq transportation. 

In the last three years the heart of Southern Califor- 
nia has been picrced through and through with electric 
railways, from the fertile foothills of the Sierra Madre 
on the east and north to the famous pleasure beaches 
of the Pacific ecean on the west and south. Radiating 
from the city of Los Angeles alone are 400 miles of ur- 
ban and interurban electric lines, and nearly every one 
of the other six counties of Southern California—Santa 
Barbara. Ventura, Orange, Riverside, San Bernardino 
and San Diego—is following the unparalleled lead of 
Los Angeles county in the extension of electric sys- 
tems. Notable among these developments is a coast line 
now being built and surveyed from Bakersfield, the me- 
tropolis of Kern county, 200 miles southward to Los An- 
geles, approaching the latter city by way of Santa Mon- 
fea. Yet so accustomed have the people of this section 
become to boundless enterprise in electrical railway 
building since Henry E. Huntington entered the South- 

ern California field three years ago, that no great com- 
motion was created by the announcement that a Bakers- 
field-Los Angeles line would be built.

THE HUNTINGTON LINES. 


The term “Huntington lines” stands for nearly seven- 
ty-five per cent. of all the electric-railway development 
in the heart of Southern California, embraces 400 miles. 
of trackage in operation in and radiating from Los Ar- 
geles, and contemplates as much again as has been ac- 
complished in the building, equipping and extending of 
interurban transportation lines in this section since Mr. 
Huntington entered the field in 1901. The Huntington 
system has in operation about 175 miles of trackage 
within, and 225 miles outside of the city of Los Angeles, 
and includes the lines of the Los Angeles Railway Com- 
pany and the Pacific Electric Railway Company, together 
with lines operating under sub-company names. These 
lines traverse, like a network, the rich ad exceedingly 
fertile country lying for thirty miles round about Los 


villages and resorts of Florence, Compton. Domingues, 
Long Beach, Alamitos Bay, Anaheim Landing, Newport 
Beach, Huntington Beach, Alhambra.

the summit of the range. 


The history of the building of the Huntington inter- 
urban system is brief. Easterners have called it daring, 
perhaps with some reason. But if “nerve” was exhib- 
ited in the undertaking of this immense project and the 
investing of millions of dollars to develop patronage, 
the carrying out has much more than justified the risk; 
it has proved the sagacity of the man who has done 
more in three yeara to call attention to the rich re- 
sources and demonstrate the golden opportunities of ur- 
ban Southern California, attract capital to general in- 
vestments, stimulate foreign integest and maintain home 
confidence, than has any other in thrice that length of 
time. 

CLEAR, COOL FORESIGHT. 


As far back as 1897-8, when Collis P. Huntington was 
still actively engaged in railroads and the building of 
railroads, Henry E. Huntington, his nephew and first as- 
sistant, was negotiating for the purchase of the Los 
“Angeles Railway and affiliated lines on his own ac- 
count. Precisely at that time the question of building 
a system of electric railways throughout the uuoccu- 
pied localities of Southern California was" discussed be- 
tween these two great builders and a few of their most 
trusted lieutenants. The result of that conference was 
that the head of the powerful Southern Pacific system 
decided the time was not yet ripe or conditions oppor- 
tune for the undertaking of the project by his corpora- 
tion. Mr. C. P. Huntington concluded to leaye the field 
open to the new company—the Pacific Electric—which 
was then being organized with the younger Huntington 
as its head. 


| With the purchase of the Los Angeles Railway prop- 
erties Henry ©. Huntington took over the old Los An- 
geles and Pasadena Electric Railway, the Mt. Lowe Rail- 
way and the Pacific Electric Railway of Arizona, all of 
which were in a very much run-down and disorganized 
condition. Mr. Huntington’s first move after obtain- 
ing possession of these several properties was, of course, 
to reorganize them; and then to thoroughly overhaul, 
reconstruct and renew, where necessary, the roadways 
and equipments. With what energy this task was at- 
tacked and to what extent it has been carried to com- 
pletion in the upbuilding of the sections traversed, are 
patent without explanation. 


The Los Angeles and Pasadena Railway, the -Mt. Lowe 
Railway and the Pacific Electric Railway, of Arizona 
formed the nucleus from which the Pacific tric Rail- 
way of California was evolved, and from which there has 
grown, up to this time, the most modern and admirable 
system of interurban electric railways in the world, with 
an approximate operated trackage of 400 miles, and 
growing. To what territorial and transit proportions 
the system will continue to expand no one seems to 
know. It is said to be doubtful that Mr. Huntington 
himself could tell.

New Year’s Day to Christmas. The average mean tem- 
peratures during the last twenty-five years, as compiled 
from the United States Weather Bureau at Los An- 
geles, are as follows: 

January. 54 degs.; February, 55; March, 57; April, 60: 
‘May. 63; June, 67; July, 71; Angust, 72; September, 70; 
October, 64; November, 60; December, 56. The average 
temperatures for the seasons during the same period 
are: Winter, 55; spring. 60; summer, 70; autumn, 65; 
In summer the 
thermometer often rises to 90 or more degrees, but the 
absence of humidity from the atmosphere prevents such 
a temperature from being oppressive. Ninety-five de- 
grees in Los Angeles is more agreeable than 70 degrees 
in Chicago or New York. In midwinter the thermom- 
eter occasionally drops as low as 32 degrees for a night 
or two, but the same absence of atmospheric moisture 
renders this a salubrious, pleasantly bracing, rather 
than a chilling, temperature. Balmy, sunshiny days 
prevail here from January to December. : 

As remarked in “Climate and Health,” issued by the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce, every sensible 
physician will tell bis patients that the most effectual 
remedy—Nature’s own—for almost every disease is to 
spend as much time as possible in the open air. In 
Southern California, and especially in the Los Angeles 
vicinage, it is practicable to do this the year round. 
Southern California affords mdre perfect days during 
the year for outdoor life, winter and summer, tha any 
other section of the country. “Here days of cloudless 
skies come and go; summer glides into winter without 
perceptible effort, end the startling changes of the sea- 
sons, so dreaded in the East, are not noticed. Winter 
is heralded on the hillsides ty a beautiful mantle of

Southern California? In dealing with the question we 
are not concerned with the hundreds of wealthy families 
who make their winter homes in the sunny Southwest, 
but whose interests remain centered in the districts 
whence they come on their annual pilgrimage. Nor have 
; we to do with the passing tourist or the sojourning 
health seeker. For the purposes of this article attention 
is directed exclusively to those who have come to Stay 
in the new land, who have pulled up the home stakes 
elsewhere once and for all, who have made Southern 
California their place of livelihood as well as their place 
of living, who have brought active brains and willing 
muscles into the country as well as the mere desire to 
enjoy its climatic amenities. iy 
The first point that strikes the observer of social con- 
ditions in Southern California is that its population, all 
over, is a rich one. This does not imply that among the 
homemakers there are many of the very wealthy, nor 
does it deny that their number includes a good few who 
find the struggle for existence as strenuous here as 
elsewhere and may therefore be classed as poor. The 
Southwest makes no claim to call itself a rich man’s 
land, where the toilers are few and the idlers are many. 
But the population as i: whole is rich, at least in the 
moderate sense of the word—rich in the total absence 
of abject penury and in the possession of advantages that 
onlg a generous upbringing confers. Most of the settlers 
have been draw from comfortably-provided families in 
oth@r parts of the United States and elsewhere, for the 
| le reason that a certain amount of family store 
been necessary to transplant the home from one 
place to the other. Furthermore, extreme poverty acts 
as the net which retains in the East the horde of im- 
migrants who have found the money required to cross 
the ocean, but have not the wherewithal to accomplish 
the still more expensive railroad journey er the con- 
tinent. Such as these never reach the Fa’ West. In 
- fact, if Southern California be not a land of the very

rich, with equal truth it can be said that by its very 
geographical position it can never be a land of the very 
poor. So we may call it, as regards family resources, 
a land of the golden mean, wherein the truest happiness 
is always to be found. 6 
GOOD STOCK. 

But the mere circumstance that a family possesses 
the resources to migrate and to enter upon some 
industry that needs the investment of considerable 
capital—such as orange-growing, by way of example 
is not the all-important consideration. This rather 
lies in the fact that such a family comes from a stock 
that has been educated, law-abiding, and moral-living 
for generations. The population of Southern California 
has not been hastily gathered together because of a 
gold rush or a land boom or some other form of feverish 
speculation. It is composed of substantial home- 
makers who have deliberately sought to avoid these 
very social conditions. In many cases the iliness of 
one member of the family may have been the cause 
that decided the change of location—father, mother, or 
some tenderly-loved child may have needed the sun- 
shine, and the whole household has moved West so that | 
there may be no breaking of domestic ties. The suf- 
ferer may recover, or death may grant release, but the 
family abides in its new and more attractive home, to 
which its fortunes have now been confided. One family 
attracts others from its group of old friends in the 
East. And so the well-to-do tide flows West, not in a 
rushing and intermittent flood, but in a steady, con- 
tinuous stream. 

Settlers of this class bring with them high ideals. 
First and foremost, there is the universal demand tor 
the very best educational facilit Thus in Southern

fists. 
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towns scattered over the farming and orchard districts. 
Yet even in the “Chicago of the Southwest" so strong

Domestic help is costly, too often indifferent in quality, 
and in any case quite inadequate in quantity if all 
families were to be supplied.. Precisely the same 
remark applies to casual labor on the farm or the fruit 
ranch. So throughout the land the rule has come to 
be that the settler performs the outside work with the 
aid of his sons, while mother and daughters attend to 
the entire economy of the home. Where there are no 
children, or the children are young, the husband and 
the wife help each other in a manner which is rarely 
to be seen equaled in any other part of the world. | 
These are the conditions of environment; what is the 
social result? Simply that labor of every kind is dig- 
nified—where everyone has to do likewise, no one feels 
demeaned by tasks which, to men and women of similar 
‘refinement elsewhere, would be considered intolerable, 
at least as a matter of regular domestic routine.

The company was organized December 20, 1893, under 
the laws of the State of California relating to insurance 
and trust companies, and has a deposit of $200,000 in 
bonds and mortgages in compliance.with the laws of the 
State relating to insurance and trust companies. 

Ihe pride of this company is its plant and its system of 
doitig business, Soth of which are regarded by experts in 
the title business as the finest and most up-to-date in 
use in this country. With any title insurance company 
the plant is the basis in examining titles. A plant is an 
accurate systematic index to any and all matters appear- 
ing of record affecting the title to real property... The 
Title Insurance and Trust Company's plant is built on 
what is known as tie property-index plan. Under this 
plan a ledger account is kept with each lot or tract of 
land, and there is absolutely no chance to miss one link 
in the chain of title. 

In the various offices in the city and county of Los An- 
geles there are fourteen places where transactions affect- 
ing the title to real estate are proceeding daily, averaging 
from 400 to 600 entries per day.

be vested in him free of all incumbrances except such in- 
cumbrances as he may have assumed at the time of pur- 

chase. A receipt is given to each of these parties show- 
ing under what conditions the company holds the money 
and the deed. The order for the examination of title is 
turned over to the Searching Department, where a com- 
plete chain of the title is taken from the company’s 
plant by the chainmen, whose business it is to see that 
every instrument or proceeding affecting the title to the 


amines the company’s books, maps, memoranda, eta, and 


verifies the chainmen’s work. After satisfying himself 
that the chain is complete the searcher takes the chain 
of title to the Recorder's or other office, where the mat- 
ters shown on the chain of title are to be found, and ex- 
amines these various matters. He is required by the 
company to abstract these matters on blank forms and 
submit to it an exhaustive report on everything appear- 
ing in the chain of title. These forms are prepared by t 
Legal Department and are framed to meet any complica- 
tions that may arise. When the examination has been 
completed the searcher writes up ‘his conclusions in the 
form of a certificate, and the entire matter is turned over 
to the “examiners.” The examiners again go over the 
work and see that the searcher has omitted nothing from 
the certificate and that the certificae represents a correct 
conclusion of the status of the title. Any unusual compli- 
cation arising in the chain of title is referred to the legal 
department for solution. When the examining and legal 
departments are satisfied with the correctness of the ex- 
amination, and that the deed to Mr. Jones will convey 
to him the title to the -property in tHe condition set forth 
in his escrow instructions, the searcher is directed to 
record the deed. The deed is then recorded, provided 
nothing has intervened between the date of the exumina- 
tion and the date of recording, changing the status of the 
title. When the deed is recorded the Escrow Department 
is directed to pay the purchase money to Mr. Smith.

If an error should be made in the examination, and the 
certificate or policy when issued, should fail to set forth 
correctly the condition of the title, the company stands 
ready in case of loss to protect it with the ample capital 
and surplus which it has provided for that purpose.

PERFECT FOR IRRIGATION. 

Four years ago last April the first artesian’ water wa’ 

developed in the valley. Since then water development 
has been rapid. There are now about 300 flowing wells. 
which average about seven miner's inches each. The 
artesian water is tapped at a depth of about 500 feet, and 
the quality is perfect. The water is entirely free from 
vegetable matter, and contains only an exceedingly smal! 
proportion of mineral. Surface water is obtained at a 
depth of twelve feet. It is also of good quality. Not all 
the irrigation in the valley may be done from the wells 
now flowing, but with what may Se pumped there is an 
abundance. 
From the 3000 acres under cultivation there was this 
season shipped from the valley an aggregate of products 
for which the growers received over $100,000, and on which 
‘the railroad freights amounted to almost as much more. 


GREAT CANTALOUPE OUTPUT. 0 
Coachella Valley cantaloupes are remarkable not only 
for their superior flavor, but for their excellent keeping 
qualities when transported long distances. The first year 
they were grown on a commercial basis in the valiey 
the product amounted to thirteen carloads, for which 
the growers received $11,000. Last year (1903) there were 
fifty carloads, which netted the producers $38,800. For 
this season the shipments aggregated 154 carloads, which 
netted the growers about $90, 000. For freight on this 
year’s cantaloupes the Southern Pacific received not far 
from $75,000. There are 600 acres devoted to this luscious 
product of the vine.

This concern was organized three years ago, and 
Rs efforts haye constantly been directed to the building 
up of the resources of the valley. The chief endeavor of 
the aséociation has been the marketing of the canta- 
loupe crop, but it also devotes its attention to the selling 
of other products. The results of the efforts te find mar- 
kets for 8 have been highly gratifying. Two 
years ago 2 crates of cantaloupes were marketed in 
Los Angeles. This year over 10,000 crates were sold in 
Los Angeles.

OILED ROADS IN CALIFORNIA, 
_ IMPROVEMENTS SUITED TO CLIMATE OF 
SOUTHERN CATIFORNIA. 


California was the first State to make use of cride’ 
petroleum oll in the improvement of public rdads. The 
experiment was first tried in 1896, and there are now 


Le a thousand or more miles of roads under this treatment. 


In at least twenty-five California counties oiled-rvad- 
making has been experimented with or largely adopied, 
beth inside and outside of cities. Other localities, 
chiefly in Colorado, Texas, Indiana, Pennsylvania and 
the District of Columbia, have become more or less 
familiar with the merits and defects of this compara- 
tively new method of highway construction, but Cali- 
fornia is really the home of the oiled road. A Los 
Angeles company which claims to have the exclusive 
legal right to oll roads in Southern California has insti- 
tuted a considerable amount of infringement litigation 
against municipal governments and boards of county 
supervisors. No definite result has yet been obtained. 

The proper oiling of roads in Southern California has 
made many warm friends for the idea; the improper 
and unintelligent application of the method has stirred 
up enemies against it. For the most widely-differing 
results can be obtained. A thoroughly built, well 
crowned, properly oiled and conscientiously kept up 
road is, for general use, superior to a paved or macad- 
amized highway. The points of superiority are: Dust- 
lessness, uniform smoothness, hardness without brittle- 
ness, imperviousness to water, non-tendency to ruts 
and chuck-holes, durability regardless of weather con- 
ditions, adaptability to quick and imexpensive repair, 
and comparative low cost. The city of Redlands and 
its environs have earned no little distinction through 
the miles of dustless oiled roads there in use. 


Without any intent to go deeply into the subject of 
the right and wrong ways of oiled-road building a few 
points in the modus operandi may be touched upon. The 
good oiled road is a delight to travel over; the messy 
ene is an abomination. Los Angeles county has had 
both. It is absurd to suppose, and worse than absurd 
te try to demonstrate, that crude petroleum oil is a 
general cure-all, a blanket panacea, for the three thou-

sand diseases of dirt roads. It will no more remove a 
chuck-hole than a dose of boneset ica will set a broken 
bone. To get results that will allow of fair comparison 
with other styles of roads, the roadway must be roaded 
up (crowned,) and the surface prepared, before the oil 
is applied. Never more than one-half the width of a 
road should be oiled: at one time, and for at least ten 
days thereafter travel should be restricted as much as 
possible to the unoiled side. When the oiled side has 
“set,” the other side may be similarly treated. Experts 
seem to agree that a road previously well moistened by 
rain is in best condition to receive oil. The heavy, black 
viscid petroleum is warmed before being fed through 
hollow teeth onto the road. It is a disastrous error to 
apply the oll by the pailful instead of by the thimbleful; 
the ground can assimilate only a reasofiable quantity, 
and that when intelligently applied. Pools, lakes and 
lagoons of oil standing on any road are mute but 
eloquent proof that somebody is doing work that some- 
body else should have been put in charge of. After oil 
has been applied the road should be sanded (or lightly 
dusted over with other cohesive material.) harrowed, 
allowed to partially “set,” and then thoroughly rolled. 
This does not mean that the road surface should be 
torn up or the crown destroyed. And, to repeat in 
order to emphasize, the road must be put in good con- 
dition as to base and surface before being oiled, if satis- 
factory results are to be obtained. The oiling of roads 
is an expert business; the employment of novices is 
fatal to its success.

That the Marie was successful in se- 
curing second place was a great sur- 
prise to not only the South Coast 
yachtsmen, but to all who had posted 
themselves on the race. The Mischiet 
had as her sailing master Joe Fei- 
lows, the man who bullt her, whose

Words and Their Uses. 

No one can say how many words 
there are in the English language, be- 
cause there are so many words of 
doubtful standing. The Century Dic- 
tionary contains about 225,000 words, 
and the new edition of the Standard 
Dictionary lays claim to over 300,000. 


Of these many are and many 
ot are rarely Science has 
added a vast vocabul of polysylia- 


are scientic formulae rather 
than real words. They have no — 
in general literature. The ordinary 
English vocabulary may be said to con- 
tain from 30,000 to 50,000 words, the 
latter estimate No single 
writer of literature used so many 
as the lower number named. 


poet, unless it be Browning, used about 
15,000 words, while Milton, whose range 
was narrower, employed onl about 
half that number. The vocabulary of 
the illiterate has been set as low as 300 
words, but this must be exceptional. It 
is more likely that the “ordinary work- 
i uses from 2000 to 3000 words, 
while, of course, he is familiar with 
several thousand more, which he recog- 
nizes in print, but does not himself use. 
The common estimate of the average 
vocabulary of educated people is from 
5000 to 6000, but in this case the number 
of words which are not used is enor- 
mously increased. A well-read college 
graduate should be familiar with per- 
haps 100,000 words, while in the course 
of a year he might not use 5000 of them 
in his writing or conversation. Short- 
hand reporters find about 2500 word 
signs and contractions ample for rep- 
resenting the words which are com- 
monly used in public speaking.—
